Four-K  hoys  and  girls  and  friends  of  4-H  cluh  work  everywhere; 

The  first  month  of  the  new  cluh  year  has  heen  a  husy  one.  The  shows 
and  judging  contests , of  the  winter  season  are  now  in  full  swing.  Everyday  is 
a  red-letter  day  for  4-H  hoys  and  girls  somewhere. 

At  the  Madison  Square  Garden  Poultry  Show  m  New  York  City,  the  4-H 
cluh  judging  contest  was  won  on  January  13  hy  a  Massachusetts  team  consisting 
of  Bussell  Huntley,  West  Medway;  Stephen  Bruscoe,  Hatfield;  and,  Paul  Schaftner, 
Dover.  Delaware  took  second  place  and  New  York  third. 

Out  in  Illinois  the  fourth  annual  ^H  cluh  corn  show  was  held  at  Urhana 
on  January  13.  Mildred.  Riley,  12  year  old  cluh  member  from  Macon  County  won 
sweepstakes.  She,  also  entered  the  Utility  Corn  Show  open  to  adults  as  well 
as  cluh  members  and-  won  the  Grand  Championship  over  327  competitors,  many  of 
whom  were  veteran  corn  growers.  At  the  same  time  at  Billings,  Montana,  livestock 
cluh  members  successfully  conducted  a  4-H  cluh  department  in  the  Fifth  Annual 
State  Show  and  Sale  of  Registered  Livestock. 

At  Denver,  Colorado,  from  January  13  to  25,  State  champions  and  demonstra¬ 
tion  teams  from  New  Mexico,  Jycming,  ard  Colorado  attended,  the  Annual  Interstate 
Boys  and  Girls  4-H  Cluh  Congress  which  is  held  in  connection  with  the  National 
Western  Stock  Show.  There  were  175  head  of  animals  in  the  4-H  cluh  livestock 
department  of  the  show  this  year. 

Pennsylvania  cluh  members  have  just  finished  taking  a  successful  part  in 
the  Pennsylvania  State  products  show,  January  20  to  25  in  which  they  conducted 
a  ^H  cluh  department.  .  I  have  two  other  very  important  pieces  of  4-H  cluh  news., 
The  fourth  annual  National  Cluh  Camp  vdll  he  held  in  Washington,  D.  C.  ,  on  the 
grounds  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  June  IS  to  24.  South  Dakota  has  al¬ 
ready  Selected  the  two  hoys  and  two  girls  who  will  represent  her  at  the  Camp. 

They  are  Hazel  Grayce  Tollefson  of  Spirk  County;  Doris  Conway  of  Stanley  County; 
Henry  Rehhe,  Jr.,  of  Lawrence  County;  and,  Jesse  Roberts  of  Beadle  County.

Judging  Contest  for  4-H  cluh  members  which  will  he  held  this  year  ac  the  Royal 
Show,  Manchester,  England,  July  8  to  12.  You  will  remember  that  the  United
